And We 
hereby Require the foreſaids Overſeers a id Conveeners, to cauſe the ſame be punctually uplifted and e „within Fourty Days 
days after the impoſing thereof, Certifying them, that if they fail herein, that they themſelves ſhall be lyable in the ſaid Penalty, 
tho the Perſons who incur the ſame are not hereby to be exempted, but their Fines are to be uplifted by the Collector of the place, 
and imployed for the uſe foreſaid, ſor which he is to be accomptableʒ And in caſe the ſaids Overſeers ſhall not frequently Conveen the 
Commiſſioners of Exciſe, and Juſtices of Peace, to the intent and purport foreſaid, We Ordain them to be conveened before Our 
I Privy Council, and puniſhed therefore, as they ſhall think fit.
